An event long to be remembered 
by those who participated is the 
fishing trip taken Ust Thursday to 
the banks aliout leu miles off Long 
Beach, L. L, aboard the good sloop 
Sarah K. The idea originated in 
the fertile brain of Rev. Mr. Keiser 
when he happened to drop in some 
time last week. Upon his explain- 
ing the project to Mr. Hodgson, he 
found it warmly seconded. 

Accordingly, permission was re 
ct"ived from Principal Currier, t^nd 
preparations were begun at once. 
Lines and hooks were pui chased, 
aud excellent siukets were con- 
st roicted from the pieces of lead 
pipe thrown arouud by the plum- 
bers at work in the Institution, and 
by Wednesday night all was ready. 
The following morning, the 
printei apprentices all went — 
namely. Cadets Quiun, Lieberz, 
Dennan, Goldlwrg and Kramer. 
They tore themselves from their 
downy couches at five o'clock and 
descended to snatch a hasty break- 
fast . 

After eating, the lunch boxes, so 
bountifully provided through the 
kindness of Steward Van Tassell 
were uikeu under convoy together 
with the bags containiug the fishing 
outfits for the quintet. At the One 
Hundred and Fifty-Seventh Street 
Subway station they weie met liy 
Editor Hodg.soii, similarly burden- 
ed, and together were whirled 
through the tube until the Brook- 
lyn Bridge station was reached. 
Then all marched up to the en- 
trance elevated tialns. Rev. Keiser 
had not shown up, so the exits for 
all the New York trains were polic- 
ed, that the elusive Rev. Mr. Keiser 
might not go aud leave us behind. 
While iudugling in that oat-aud- 
mouse game, we watched the hurry- 
ing streams of pommuters, much 
interested by the diffeieut types 
hurrying by. By a swift flank 
movement Rev. Keiser was extricat- 
ed fiom one of the Brooklynward 
streams and piloted to the eddy 
where we were wailing for him. 
Ihider his guidance, we were 
soon comfortably eusconsed in a 
Brighton Beach train, and with 
jokes and flow of wit and 
good nature, the distance toSheeps- 
head Bay was seemingly of short 
duration. 

About ten minutes' walk brought 
us' to the dock where the Sarah K. 
was knocking the paint off her 
hid -streaks against a raft, to which 
other fishing boats were also moor- 
e<l. Embarking, each found the- 
place he preferred most, the young- 
sters gravitating toward the bow, 
while Rev. Mi. Keiser and Mr. 
Hodgson took positions on the 
port side of the sloop near the stern. 
At eight sharp the lines were 
cast off, and soon the steady throb 
of the auxiliary motor vibrated 
through the boat. The sail was of 
two hours' duration, passing Far 
Rockaway, Barren Island, and 
filially I-^"K Beach before we stop 
ped. A slight sea was running lu 
combination with a good ground 
swell, aud tho pit<^hlng aud yawing 
of the sloop had a |>oor effect on 
Cadet Kramer, who soon foil prey 
to an attack of maZ-i/e-mer, though 
it only added zest to the trip in the 
estimation of the others. An ill- 
fHted ship, with the only two masts 
above water was passed on the way. 
She sank July 4tb, 1910, during a 
storm. 

Arriving at the fishing bank, the 
anchor was let go, but the sloop 
dragged, so auolher " hook" was 
thrown out, aud then — "let'em 
go." In a trice, the lines spun 
out and soon t lie "seven luen in a 
boat" were fingering for the bites. 
To Dennan goes the creilit of the 
first catch, a gootl-aize«l sea-bass, 
which he pulled in almost a minute 
after his line grounded. But the 
ways of Dftine F'ortune are strange 
' for Joseph caught " nary a one" 
after that. Hubert Lieberz pulled 
in four fine sea-bass and three sea- 
loblus, tho writer got three sea- 
robins and the biggest sea-baas of 
all. Uoldberg had no liiek until 
the iMiat was about to leave for 
home, then came a jerk on his 
line — but It was a sea robin aud in 
the infant stage too. Now for the 
veterans of the iwl : Ml. Hodgson — 
One hump back sea-baas, oue aea- 
baas, oue skate, two sea-robiua, oue 
star fish. Rev. Mr. Keiser— Flv« 



sea-bass, two fluke, two sea-iobiua. 
Kramer, still in the throes of sea- 
sickness essayed his luok, aud, 
like Goldberg, got only one sea- 
robin. 

At half-past two the anchor whs 
raised, and spivadiug the fore-sail 
lo the favoring breeze, the liuat 
soon " paid off" and began to pound 
through the swells ou the homeward 
sail. The wind aii<) motor power 
combined to make us go at a good 
speed for that build of boat, and it 
kept the seas breaking over ua, and 
before we knew it our feet were 
soaking. A council of safety was 
called, and as a result those at 
the stern adjourned to the top of 
the low cabin in onlur to remain 
dry. Ou the backward trip, ooui- 
fortably propped up against the 
mainsail with feet on the railing, 
Rev. Keiser, Editor Hodgson ami 
the writer comfortably recited poe- 
try out of reach of the encroaching 
ocean which we were eulogizing, 
and so remained until the lioat 
crossed over a liar, where she (Uiught 
for an instant aud "slewed" some- 
what around. A goo<l-8izetl comber 
promptly took advantage of the 
moment, breaking over the stern 
aud wetting the trio for good. 

Turning into the shelter of the 
Shee|)shead Bay pier, fifteen min- 
tes " chugging" brought us to the 
end of the voyage, a moat pleasant 
ending of a good day well spent. 
The fish that had been caught by 
the fisherman printer apprentices 
were brought to the school in au 
old suit-oaae, but wheu the fence 
was reached, they were taken out 
and carried so that all might sea — 
aud admire. They numbered 
six— large, fat seabaas. One has 
been donated to Major Van Tassell, 
in recognition of his uevcr-failiug 
kindness, and another to the house- 
keeper, who made up a luncheon 
tor tlte budding fisbermeu that was 
fit for the goda in size. taf>te and 
judicious packing. 

Principal Currier, when he was 
acquainted with the idea, sent his 
kind remembrances to all the 
fishermen and wished them good 
luck. The luok held.

The body of the Foshay 
girl lay at her home to day await- 
ing burial. At No. 247 Greene 
Street, Agnes Watson, ten years 
old, deaf and dumb from lufaooy 
writhed iu voiceless bysteria, blam 
iug herself for her inability toaveit 
a tragedy. 

Amelia Foabay and Agues Wat- 
sou were pupils at the New York 
Institution for Deaf aud Dumb, Oue 
Hundred aud Sixtj^-thinl, Mauhat- 
tan. The school year closed last 
month, aud the two little iiirls went 
to their humus for the summer va- 
cation. 

Owing to theii affliction they were 
shy about ploying with other chil- 
dren. But they had great fun 
romping together, aud oue of tJieir 
diversons was wading a little beaub 
in Newton Oeek, a blook from 
tbeir reaidenceH. 

They were wading in thecieek 
late yesterday afternoon. It is not 
a wholesome place for wading or 
swimming and no one was uear 
them. Amelia steppetl into a hole, 
got be.Vitnd her depth and waa swept 
away by the tide. 

Poor little Agnes, uuable to utter 
a sound, did the best she could. 
She laii to the Raeves box factory, 
a sboit distance away, aud met 
employees who were leaving the 
building. By means of the sign 
langiKige and motions she attempt 
to tell these person of the terrible 
predicament of her chum. 

Men aud women crowtied about 
the bedraggled child, unable to 
undenstaud her. FliuiUy she caught 
a man by the hand aud dragged 
him towartl the creek Then it 
dawned u|Min the box factory folk 
that some oue was drowning, aud 
all hurried to the little beach. By

Without 
our own experience, however, t.lm 
splendid cereltriiui would be put 
wood pulp, and the iDsliucIs little 
more. All this to show bow much 
of thought depends up<m things 
material. So, in tbe reflex action 
of expression, we talk through tli«* 
same memljers which have contri- 
buted to our mental make up. 
Witb the growth of tbe human 
mind has come tbe fine develop 
ment of tbe baud and the expres- 
siveness of tbe face. 

Tbe hand has added much to our 
mental culture and its mission i.s 
tiy no means ended, as the suppor- 
ters of manual training have demon- 
strated. Aeons ago, after men bad 
ceased to use their bands as instru- 
ments of locomotion, they carried 
certain implements in them upon 
all their daily exeditions. They 
were constantly exposed to unseen 
dangers, and the weapons of war, 
a shield and spear, became almost 
a part of tbefr anatomy. The 
shield was held on tbe left arm to 
protect tbe heart and all tbe dexter- 
ous and active work was done with 
tbe right. This, passing through 
heredity, de^ what we know 

as rigbt-htii -m. The mind 

was developed with tbe manual 
dexterity, and the side of the brain 
which regulated tbe action of tbe 
more dexterous member became 
more highly developed. 

On the left side of the brain is 
controlled tbe right hand. So when 
a man is Iwjrn with manifest ex- 
pertness witb the left hand it is a 
sign that in bis case tbe brain con- 
dition is leversed, so that it is 
really folly to attempt to train the 
right hand to do what is normally 
the left hand's work. 

Dr. Edward A. Spiteka of the 
Jefferson Medical Collegf;, Philadel- 
phia, goes further and says that it 
is nothing short f»f criminal to at- 
tempt lo make a left-banded child 
right-banded. It is (X)nfradicting

Saturday, the 23d last., was tbe 
day selfoted for th<i alibve named 
event. A more i<leal day for the 
■ HI it proved to i»e would 
n to coin-five. It WHS 
»impl> perfect. Tbe day tiefor^ 
was just the reverse. Ttien Old 
" Jup I'ln" and bis lieutenants Hu 
and Vulc did a lot of mischief in 
the Eastern States. For hours the 
downpour of water in the city 
streelM was Honiething prodigious.

The i>oat stopped at 
Chester, Pa., and took on a number 
of people, including some d»*af and 
their friends. At 11 :30 the Clyde 
arrivf«d at the Angnstine pier, and 
a general rush for the grove began. 
It is situated about 150 yards from 
the steamlwaf landing and covers 
several acres, well sbarted by trees. 
Back of the jrrove Is a base-italj 
ground, or open field for the pnr- 
fK>se. Thfre arf tat)lfsand benches 
for picnickers and several devices 
for " corraling" lfK)se nicknls and 
dimes, snch as a merry-go- round, 
a light lunch and ice-cream stand, 
and a miniature railroad with a 
"baby" stearn-lo<;omotive at'oiit 
forty inches long, which draws a 
train fif three cars accorniiifHlat ing a 
dozen passengers at a time.

HEROIC DEED OF DEAF-MUTE. 

Max Ulmschneider, Jr., twenty- 
two, of Fourteen West Charlton 
Street, was drowne«l in tbe Ohio 
River, late Sunday, at the foot of 
Clay Street, Dayton, Ky., and 
Chailes Holman, 2807 Eden Ave- 
nue, was rescued from death by tbe 
heroic act of a deaf and dumb man, 
who refused todivulgehis iudenlity. 
The young men, while bathing, 
,>4wepl into mid.Htream by a swift 
undercurrent. Ulmschneider went 
to his death before asHlstance could 
reach him, his body disappearing 
almost instantly. Holman struggled 
desperately, but was unable t.o make 
his way back to a place of safety 
and was aliout to go down the last 
time, when the deaf-mute ]ilnnged 
into the water and dragged the 
drowning boy to the shore, not, 
liowevei, without a desperate 
struggle, in which tbe life of the 
rescuer was several times jeopar 
dized. Friends of the dead man, 
who was a draughtsman, have been 
searching for his body.

Wild Aalmala mad Catnip 

Some one at the Washington 
Zoological Park obtained the per- 
mission of the authorities to try the 
effect of catnip on the animals 
there. So far as known, catnip does 
not grow iu the native homes of 
these animals, and this was the first 
time they had ever smelted it. 

The scent of the plant filled the 
whole place; and, as soon as it 
leached the parrot's corner, the two 
gaudily attired macaws sei up a note 
that told fearfully on the nerves of 
all, and made for that side of their 
cage, poking their beaks and claws 
through it. When the catnip was 
brought near them, thoy became 
nearly frantic. They were given 
some, and devoured it, stem, leaf, 
and blossoms, with an avidity 
commensurate with the noise of 
their cries. 

Next, trial was made of an African 
leopard. Before the keepers had 
reached the front of the cage, he had 
l>ouuded from the shelf whereon he 
lay, appaieutly asleep, and stotsi ex- 
pectant. A doul>le handful of cat- 
nip was passed tlnongh the fioor of 
the den. 

Never was the prey of this spotter! 
African in his wild state pounced 
upon more savagely or with such 
absolute savage enjoyment. First, 
the leopard ate a mouthful of the 
stuff, then he lay flat on his back 
aud wiggled through the green mass 
until his blacks(K)tted yellow hide 
was filled with the odor. 

Then he sat on a bunch of the 
eat nip, caught a leaf laden stem up 
In either paw, and rubbed his cheeks 
chin, nose, eyes and bead. He ate 
an additional mouthful or two, and 
then jumped back to his shelf, 
where the rest of the afternoon he 
lay, the very picture of contentment. 

In one tiger's cage there Is a very 
young but full-grown animal. 
When this great, surly l)ea8l in- 
haled the first sniff of the catnip, 
be began to mew like a kitten. 
Prior to this, the softest note of his 
voice had been one which put the 
roar of the big-maned Hon near 
him to shame. 

That vicious tiger fairly revelled 
in the liberal allowance of the 
plant which was thrust into his 
cage. He rolled about in it, and 
played like a six-weeks-old kitten. 
He mewed and purred, tossed it 
about, ate of it, and, after getting 
about as liberal a dose as the leo- 
pard had, likewise jumped lo his 
shelf and blinked lazily the rest of 
the day. 

One big lion was either too digni- 
fied or too lazy to acoonl much 
attention to the bunch of catnip 
which fell to his lot. He ate a 
mouthful, licked his chops as 
though saying "not half bad," and 
then went Iwck to his slumbers. —

The sense of lo- 
cality, the sense of space, to which 
man owes his power to stand alone, 
to walk straight, to look straight 
forward or in any chosen direction, 
the s«nse which regulates his atli- 
I I co-ordinates his gestures, 

I i in the semicircular canals 

of the internal ear. When a hemor- 
rhage, a wound or a violent distur- 
l)ance of any sort produces disorder 
in the semicircular canals, the dis- 
turbance is followed by vertigo. 
Vertigo is a visible trouble. The 
victim cannot use hi-* eyes. If he 
can see at all his vision is blurred 
orfleceitful, and he imagines that he 
is either falling or tising from the 
earth. 

Their is a close relationship be- 
tween the nerves of the eyes and 
those of the internal ear, and some 
skillful phy.Vician have declared 
that the physician who is summoned 
to a case of eye trouble should 
begih his diagnosis by a careful 
examination of the periphery of 
the outer ears, as well as the 
mechanism of the internal ear 
centres.

It is proposed to create a uieuioiiai 
to tbe late Rev. Thomas Oallaudet, 
D.D., by the «rectiou of a Parish 
Buil(liii|^ for St. Ann's Church (oi 
Duaf-MutuN. The present Church 
is Hituated ou 148th Street, just west 
of AuiHterduui Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet l>ack from the 
line of the 'itreet to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church editlceand be a center 
of retigiouH aud social life amongst 
the i^leut peoples. Dr. Uallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
ere<'.tiou of thin building, which 
would have completed the church 
with whioli his nau'e has always 
been associated. This was not pei- 
mitttid, and it is suggested as a 
mosti fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church Ih use<l wholly for 
tbe deaf-mutea. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty -five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
tive feet in dcptli. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
aud will l>e used (or the social, re- 
ligious and i'ldustriiil needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Uallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about 930,000, and tbe building 
itself, in its position aud purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
beaitily endorse the memorial.
